Have you been called to 
talk about public transit in 
your community? 

If not, you can still make 
your opinions count. 

The Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake is looking for the 
public's thoughts on the 
need for public transit in the 
community through a sur¬ 
vey being conducted by a 
consulting company. 

About 500 residents have 
already been called to 
respond to a telephone sur¬ 
vey-enough to be statisti¬ 
cally significant, says con¬ 
sultant Chris Prentice. 

The first stakeholders 
meeting was held Monday 
and another is planned for 
Friday, designed to provide 
information about what res¬ 
idents would like to see in 
the way of public transit, 
who would use it, where 
they would be travelling and 
how often. Cost is also part 
of discussion. 

Those included in stake¬ 
holders meetings are mem¬ 
bers of council, representa¬ 
tives from Niagara College 
and both boards of educa¬ 
tion, tourism industry repre¬ 
sentatives, the Chamber of 
Commerce, seniors and oth¬ 
ers who have expressed an 
interest in taking part in dis¬ 
cussions, says Prentice. 

The "general thrust” of 
Monday’s meeting was that 
although there is concern 
about the cost to the munic¬ 
ipality, there is also a sense 
that seniors and students in 
particular could benefit 
from some public trans¬ 
portation, said Prentice. 

Employers from local 
hotels and restaurants also 
voiced their frustration at 
attracting workers. A trans¬ 
portation service might ben¬ 
efit them by helping people 
to get around town, he said. 

“It was very helpful, and 
very productive. It demon¬ 


strated that there is perhaps 
some need for public transit. 
The question is what kind of 
service could be useful to 
residents and businesses." 

Cost has to be considered, 
he said. To do anything rep¬ 
resents a new investment for 
the municipality. 

sensus among council 
members that it is some¬ 
thing that would be good for 
the municipality as a long- 

There are also options to 
discuss, he said—from using 
a local taxi service for indi¬ 
vidual needs to running a 
small bus on a regular route 
and schedule. 

A meeting is also planned 
with David Mole of Niagara 
Classic Cabs, he said. 

Since Niagara Classic 
Cabs discontinued its shut¬ 
tle service, under conditions 
that still have not been made 
perfectly clear—both presi¬ 
dent David Mole and Lord 
Mayor Gary Burroughs have 
said the local company 
should have a role to play in 
public transit, and residents 
were strongly supportive of 
the service Classic Cabs pro¬ 
vided for two years—council 
asked town staff to investi¬ 
gate the feasibility of a pub¬ 
lic transit system. 

In June, IBI Group was 
awarded a $50,000 contract 
to study transit needs in 
NOTL. 

The consultation process 
will assess factors such as 
the types of transportation 
services now available, fre¬ 
quency of use, affordability 
and public expectations. 

IBI Group has done simi¬ 
lar studies in similar-sized 
municipalities, says 

Prentice. 

An electronic survey has 
been posted on the Town’s 
website and residents are 
encouraged to complete this 
questionnaire. 

To fill out the survey 
online go to www.notl.org 
and click on the Survey for 
Transit Feasibility Study. 

It is also available at the 
town hall. 

Findings from the survey 
and discussions groups and 
recommendations on public 
transit are expected to be 
presented to council this 
fall.

Town's transit survey 
deserves our attention 


W e have heard repeatedly in 

past years how important it is 
to some of our residents that 
they have some public transportation to 
help them get around. 

Many of our seniors moved to town to 
enjoy their retirement, at a time when 
they were still comfortable with driving. 
But in our town, once that is no longer 
the case, there have been few alterna¬ 
tives—relying on friends and family, 
taking expensive cabs or walking. 

Two years with a shutde service in 
town to help seniors and students 
seemed like a solution made in heav¬ 
en—we heard only great news about 
that service. Now we are back to no 
service, and a consulting company is 
attempting to determine what would be 
best in the way of municipal transit for 
NOTL. They need realistic information 


about who would use it, how often and 
where they would go, in order to find 
out what our residents need and 
attempt to match those requirements 
with what the town can afford to pro- 

The survey is available online—go to 
notl.org and click on the survey listed 
under hot topics. Or pick up a form—or 
possibly have someone pick it up for 
you—at the town hall. 

And there is no doubt that with an 
election coming and all-candidates 
meetings occurring following the 
release of that report to council, public 
transit will be an election issue. 

This is an issue that will affect the 
quality of life for our residents not only 
now but in the long term. Let’s make 
sure those in control of our future tran¬ 
sit needs get it right.

Excellent summer for gardening 


This has been an excep¬ 
tional summer with tremen¬ 
dous growth in some plants. 

I cannot take credit for the 
successes as it has just been 
too hot and I am so thankful 
for all the mulch that has 
been such a help. One friend 
suggested going out at 5 a.m. 
before it gets too hot to work 
- sounded a good idea but 
somehow I never got round 

If you have found some 
plants drooping try giving 
the roots a good soak and 
then place some rocks or flat 
stones round the base to stop 
the soil drying out too quick¬ 
ly. I use this method in my 
planters as well as sweet 
potato vine, it wilts very 
quickly if the soil gets dry so 
gives me a 'heads up' for 
watering. 

Do keep feeding your 
plants as this very hot dry 
weather is very stressful for

them. Keep dead-heading, 
this way your plant works to 
produce blooms rather than 

Remember if you want to 
attract birds and butterflies 
to your garden you must do 
your part. This year water 
has been in demand. A shal¬ 
low tray on a rock will work 
well. The butterfly selection 
this year has been exception¬ 
al with the Yellow Tiger 
Swallowtail topping the list I 
have not seen many 
Monarchs but the fact that 
the Milkweed is being well 


chewed tells me they are 
around. Our two Butterfly 
bushes are over 10 feet tall as 
is the Rose of Sharon beside 
them, all loaded with 


blooms, and right beside a 
window where we can enjoy 
them. For those of you with 



canas keep an eye out for the 
Humming Birds - they zip so 
fast from bloom to bloom.

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Burroughs eyes regional council 


k Lord Mayor says

The question around town 
in recent months has been 
whether Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs will run in this 
fall’s municipal election— 
and what he will run for. 

He has put an end to spec¬ 
ulation with an announce¬ 
ment that after three terms 
on municipal council, which 
also gave him the opportuni¬ 
ty to represent Niagara-on- 
the-Lake at the region, he 
has his eye on regional 
council. 

He indicated last June that 
might be the case, but also 
suggested he would like to 
see NOTL's current regional 
councillor Dave Lepp run for 
mayor. 

Lepp didn’t bite, however, 
so Burroughs and Lepp, in 
recent years partners at the 


region over many issues 
concerning NOTL, will face 
off for the position. 

“This isn’t about running 
against anybody,” said 
Burroughs said Tuesday 
morning, as he made his 
announcement from the 
Court House steps. 

“This is about running for 
the community.” 

Burroughs says he 
believes his experience both 
at the region and on town 
council will be a huge bene¬ 
fit for the residents of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake as he 
fights for issues of concern 
locally, especially fair taxa¬ 
tion. 

“I have come to realize 
that a position at regional 
council is the best opportu¬ 
nity to help the taxpayer," he 
said. 

Of the $37.5 million NOTL 
residents pay in property 
taxes each year, more than 
$30 million goes to the 
region and to education, he 
said. 

“I believe that’s where we 
need to spend our time and 
efforts, to be sure we get our 
fair share. Basing taxes on 
assessment is not the best 
method. I will be looking at 
making it more fair for NOTL 
residents,” said Burroughs. 

“With taxes determined by 
assessment, NOTL taxpayers 


pay twice the regional aver¬ 
age, for capital and operat¬ 
ing budgets. We need to get 
our fair share of the services 
the region provides and we 
need to reduce the amount 
of taxes we pay for those 
services.”

Although the need to 
make regional taxes more 
equitable for NOTL resi¬ 
dents is not new, there has 
been no success at changing 
a system that is to some 
degree legislated by the 
province, but Burroughs 
says there can be change in 


some areas, and he has a 
plan to accomplish that. 

He points to waste man¬ 
agement as an example of a 
user-pay system, where resi¬ 
dents are charged according 
to the tonnage of garbage. 
He would like to see that 
user-pay system applied to 
other services, he said. 

Burroughs, who was not a 
fan of Project Niagara locat¬ 
ing in NOTL, said he would 
like to see tourism handled 
in a way that is balanced and 
fair for visitors and resi- 

“We need to be supportive 
of attracting the right kind of 
tourism, that fits into the 
future of our community 
and our residents.” 

Also the subject of specu¬ 
lation is whether Burroughs 
is interested in seeking the 
position of regional chair, 
which will be up for grabs in 
the coming term. 

While not dismissing the 
idea, he says for now he is 
focusing on running for 
regional councillor. 

“If I’m not there at the 
region there’s no chance of 
being elected regional chair,” 
he said.

“I think schools are neces¬ 
sary for community growth. I 
felt that even before I began 
serving on council," he said. 

His work on behalf of 
NDSS came through his 
belief that municipalities 
should have more input into 
board decisions, he says. 

“Unfortunately it wasn’t a 
good outcome. I don’t know 
where it will go from here.” 

Along with his tireless work 
on the committees to keep 
Niagara District Secondary 
School open, Zalepa has con¬ 
tributed to many other posi¬ 
tive initiatives supported dur¬ 
ing this past term. For exam¬ 
ple, he introduced the idea of 
forming an energy manage¬ 
ment committee to look at 
ways the town can become 
more energy conscious. 

“Municipalities must be 
leaders in this regard.

Maria Bau-Coote is 
known around town for her 
contribution to improving 
local health care. 

But she’s ready to embark 
on a new path—she is hop¬ 
ing to earn a place at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake coun¬ 
cil table. 

“I know it’s a cliche, but I 
have always wanted to make 
a difference, especially in 
this town,” she says. 

Known best for her role as 
executive director of the 
local family health team— 
and before that as adminis¬ 
trative assistant at the NOTL 
Hospital—Bau-Coote grew 
up in NOTL, married a local 
guy, and except for a few 
years after marriage, has 
lived and worked in town. 

“I love my job. It provides 
me with lots of positive 
experiences and it’s been 
very fulfilling. I’m a local girl 
trying to make a difference 
in this community where I 
was raised. I’m trying to do 
my best at improving health 
care in the community, but I 
want to do more, so when I 
ask myself what more I can 
do, this seems like the next 
logical step.” 

She says she doesn’t think 
of the role of municipal 
councillor as a politician, 
but rather as a representa¬ 
tive of her friends and 
neighbours, the residents of 
NOTL. 

“It’s a huge responsibility, 
but if the community is will¬ 
ing to give me a chance, as a 
very green person, hopefully 
I can help the community.” 

During the short time she 
and her husband lived in St. 
Catharines, she said, it never 
felt like home, she said. 

“It was just 15 minutes 
away, but it seemed a world 
away. When we moved back 
here and built our house, we 
felt like we were back home. 
I’m proud to live here and to 
see that so many people 
choose to live here.”

Now well-known for her 
very upbeat attitude and 
quick smile, she wasn’t 
hlways like that, she is the 
first to admit She was diag¬ 
nosed with juvenile diabetes 
at the age of nine, and didn't 
deal with it particularly well 
as a young adult—didn't 
look after herself as well as 
she could have, she says. She 
loved her work in the health 
care system, but her health 
deteriorated. But from the 
moment she woke up from 
transplant surgery, she says 


she felt amazing—and guilty 
knowing she only felt that 
way because someone had 
died. 

“The transplant so 
improved my quality of life 
that I feel I have to do what¬ 
ever I can to give back. I’ve 
never done anything like 
this, but I’m very excited. My 


slogan is ‘our community, 
your responsibility.’ I feel 
very strongly that the com¬ 
munity has to get to know 
the candidates, who they are 
and what they stand for. I’m 
really going to encourage 
the community to make an 
informed decision," she 
says.

But lennifer and her hus¬ 
band Bruce have decided 
instead to try to organize 
some teams in NOTL, if 
there is enough interest. 

To begin with they are 
looking at two girls teams, 
novice (Grade 4 and under) 
and atom (Grade 5). 

As those girls move up, 
they hope to expand, add 
boys teams, and develop a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
league. But for now, they are 
working with the Niagara 
Rangers, which began in 


NOTL about 15 years ago 
using the Eden High School 
gym, and has since moved to 
St. Catharines. 

They are looking for gym 
time for practice, and spon¬ 
sorship from the communi¬ 
ty. They need a team name, 
uniforms and team colours, 
and some financial assis¬ 
tance from local businesses. 

“We’re hoping to keep 
costs down for the sake of 
the parents. We’re volun¬ 
teering coaching and 
administration time,” said 
Jennifer. 

Starting a league is an 
expensive process, she adds, 
which is why it's so impor¬ 
tant to find sponsors and to 
start small, with plans to 
grow.

She is also 
the owner of Winners Day 
Camp, she's a primary phys¬ 
ical education and music
